throughout tne township to the con­ 
solidated school. 
In addition to this number, there 
remain yet pupils of 7 smaller .school 
rooms which are not being hauled to 
the new school. One four room schocl 
and three one room schools remain 
open in the township in addition to 
the consolidated school. 
There are also 20 seniors from the 
township w'ho are attending the New 
Castle Senior high school. When the 
new high school was built, all those 
students already enrolled in the var­ 
ious high schools were permitted to 
remain there and finish their course.

Plan To Extend 
State Authority 
Over Aeronautics 


State Legislature To Be Asked 
To Act On New Measures 
To Govern Flying 


(From News Bureau) 
(State Capital) 
HARRISBURG. Sept. 6 —The next 
session of the legislature will be ask- 
'ed to grant additional powers to the 
Aeronautics Commission in enforc­ 
ing niles on aviation. 
At the pres­ 
ent time the commission is permitted 
only to license and inspect municipal 
airports and license pilots.' 
Few municipal airports have been 
established except in the larger com­ 
munities while private interests have 
organized landing fields 
in 
almost 
every section of the state. These lat­ 
ter type of airports do not come un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the air board 
It is also probable that the com­ 
mission may be permitted by the leg­ 
islature to charge a license fee for 
pilots, airports and mechanics. 
At 
present the commission is licensing 
pilots and mechanics but no fee is 
collected. All holders of federal per­ 
mits are given one by the state. 
To permit the Aeronautics Commis­ 
sion to collect a license fee would al­ 
most make the air board self-sus­ 
taining 
financially. 
This system is 
worked out in the highway depart­ 
ment where motor license fees and 
the gas tax pay salaries, maintain 
roads and build new ones. 
The question of state-owned air­ 
ports will probably come before the 
legislature. This suggestion was first 
made at a cabinet meeting and de­ 
partm ent heads are working on the 
matter. 
Just where these airports 
would be located has not been deter­ 
mined. Their selection no doubt will, 
cause some scrambling to be among 
the localities favored.

close to the time of his departure and 
it will be determ ined by the political 
conditions then existing in the mid 
and far West.
